INSUFFICIENT AND WILL 


| Stratheona, June 14. —A $10,000 
poliey for protection against fire will be 
taken ont by the city council this sum- 
camer along new and well advised tines. 
This protection will be the projeetion 
of an auxiliary force pipe between the 
pumping station and the pressure tow- 
ee which it is estimated witt cost the 
above amount, ‘This question was 
raised some days ago in couneil and 
last night the water and sewer commit- 
tee brought in a report recommending 
fhe construction of this trunk mei al 
as early a date as possible. hey tur- 
ther advised that all necessary mater- 
ials be obtained at onee and that the 
new line be laid along the alley to the 
water tower aud not by way of the 
streels, This last recommendation 
inet With the approval of the cily en- 
sineer who, however, pointed out that 
he would not like to see all water and 
sewer lines placed in the lanes, 

Superintendent Turner pointed out 
that owith the main last in oan alley tie 
fire hydrants would in consequence 
have to be placed on the intersection of 
other alleys and not on the streets. He 
felt that this would be no disadvantage, 
The course he recommended for ‘he 
pew main would be an extension due 
east from. the power house until the 
lane between Main and First) streets 
east was reached where the line could 
, turn south and reach the pressure tank 
without further turns, The council 
were Wnanimous in adopting the report 
of the eommittee and finally deeided 
\that the bylaw to authorize the neces- 
sary debenture issue for the work 
should be advertised with the hosp:tal 
by law and voted on the same day, 
which is now set for July 3. 

Hospital Agreement Passed 

The third and provisional reading 
was finally given the hospital agree- 
ment and bylaw which will now come 
before the people when the necessary 
three weeks’ advertising has been giv- 
en. By this new agreement with the 
Universities authorities a site of nine 
acres is guaranteed on the universily 
erounds when the hospital is extended 
to require this amount of land, — For 
the present the site will comprise about 
three and three-quarter acres, 

Some Large Debts Paid 

The accounts were sufficiently for- 
midable to bring oul a word of ex- 
planation from Seeretary Cox before 
reading. He gave warning of a num- 
ber of large sums being ineluded in 
the list but attached the information 
that all these large amounts had been 
paid. The total ordered paid was 
$16,939.54 which appears to be a rath- 
er pretentious array of debts to be paid 
off by the city within a week. 

In answer to a recent communication 
the provincial lelephone department 
wrote advising that a man would be on 
duty at the local exchange hereafter 
during the main business hours — of 
every day in the week including Sun- 
days, Ald.

‘Tipton 
for the committee drafted a report 
which was endorsed by couneil ex- 
plaining why the contract was 
awarded to Congdon and Oliver, Mr. 
Howe did-not come through with the 
bonds on the required date and the ef- 
forts of the committee to get in touch 
with him over the matter failed.
